Clerk Bowers immediately 
ade a motion to approve the 
20-year millage as a renewal 
on the ballot. Trustee Carey 
supported the motion. 

Truste O’Kelley questioned 
the term “renewal” since it 
increased the years from ten 
years to 20 years. He felt it 
was technically not a renewal 
because of this. 

The Township attorney said 
that it was considered a renew- 
al because the rate was the 
same. Later in the discussion he 
said according to the tax code it 
was considered a renewal. 

O’Kelley persisted that by 
doubling the years it was a 
new proposition and should 
be viewed as a new proposal. 
He asked the chief to help him. 
in the history of the millage. 
The chief confirmed the origi- 
nal millage request was for 5 
years and then later approved 
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approved for ten years. 
O’Kelley concluded his 

remarks by stating he was not 

in favor of putting the citizens 


. “on the hook for twenty years.” 


He-said he would support the 
renewal but only for ten years. 

Trustee Adkins said she 
agreed and said the residents 
have “been socked quite 
heavily with additional tax- 
es.” She went on to say she 
was more comfortable with 
ten years. She liked the idea 


of giving them the choice of 


allowing the citizens to come 
back in ten years. 
Trustee Carey said, “I don’t 


think any of us sitting here ~ 


have the right to say _ that 
twenty years from now the 
people of the community will 
still want to pay that tax.” She 
complimented the fire depart- 
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Renewal Placed on 


ment as a “wonderful group” 
and appreciated everything 
they’re doing. However, she 
said she was uncomfortable 
with asking for twenty years. 

Treasurer Skrzycki also 
expressed his concern over the 
term renewal and changing it 
from ten to twenty years. 

Supervisor Mitchell spoke 
at length about his support for 
twenty years. He said that 
services needed to be provid- 
ed to the Township whether it 
was for five, ten, or twenty 
years from now. 

He went on to ask why 
should we pretend we are 
going to be able to find a dif- 
ferent funding mechanism 
other than millage? He used a 
leap of logic when he stated 
the 20-year millage would 
make the Township operate 
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on a leaner basis. 
Skrzycki asked the chief if 


it is easier to predict 10 years — 


or 20 years in advance. The 
chief responded that it was 
easier to predict on a ten-year 
basis and reminded the Board 
that they are on a five-year 
financial plan. 

Trustee Krause asked what 


would happen if the renewal 


failed. The. chief responded 
that it would affect the servic- 
es. He cited three possible 
examples, the inability to pur- 
chase new equipment, pay- 
ments for current vehicles 
would come out of the gener- 
al fund and they may have to 
go to private EMS service. 
After additional comments 
reinforcing the need for ten 
years instead of twenty years 
Clerk Bowers agreed to amend 


her motion to state ten years. 
The following language will 
appear on the August ballot: 
“Shall the previous voted 
increase in the total tax rate 


limitations that may be 
imposed for all purposes upon 


_ property in the Charter Town- 


ship of Huron, Wayne County, 
Michigan, be renewed for 
levy at 2.0051 mills (2.0051

inclusive, to provide funds 
for the operation and mainte- 
nance of the fire department; 
which levy will raise in the 
first year of the levy approx- 
imately $670,073.47? (This 
is a renewal of a fire millage 
presently being levied.)
